Fill the country with pauper- 
ised labor and time-i will bo still 
hardfu. There will be no m.irkct 
for niannioctured goods producei" at 
such a fearful sacrifice of human 
comfort. 
If eastern mot lianics and 


skilled laborers were obtaining n 
fairer compensation.it would be bet- 
ter not for them only, but for all 
other classes, excepting only those 
persons who are rich enough to 
figure tip their fortunes by the -nil- 
lion. The country cm well afford 
to dispense with a few who are in- 
ordinately rich, if it is to add to the 
prosperity and comfort of the toil- 
ing masses.

The most casual glance .it the ea- 


timates of the wLeat and barley crops 
of the present year, will convince 
anyone of tue necessity of speedily 
completing the improvement of the 
Oakland Harbor. 
A thousand ships 


will be needed to carry off our s ur- 
plna product-, and a large ptopoition 
of them would be loaded ir. the 
Oakland Htvrbor, if the scheme^ of 
internal improvements now contem- 
plated were con-nmuiatcd. With the 
opening of the 1-irhor there will be 
the completion of the raihoad to 
Martinez and thence to Sacramento 
and San Joaqum -valleys, on level 
routes and on the most direct line. 
Lai go as the wheat traffic o\ei the 
Central Pacific may be now, it 
must be more thandoubled when the 
extension is built. It is neither con. 
venient nor economical to load wheat 
at the San Francisco wharves. It i' 
easier to load ships as they are an- 
chored in the Bay, from barges, and 
thus save twenty or thirty dollar^ 
per day in the way of dockage. All 
the grain that will pass over the rail- 
roads of the State will find its way to 
onr water front, with the fuither ex- 
pansion of the system of the railroads 
managed by the Central Pacific, and 
such a bnsiness as that will be vast 
enough to satisiy tho most arJent 
.sxpeetations entertained by the peo- 
ple of Oakland.
